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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I submit my twentieth annual report, it being the thirty- 
fourth in the series under union supervision. 

The enrollment of the Rindge schools for the first twelve weeks 
of the present school year is eighty-four. For the school year 
1936-1937 the enrollment was seventy-seven. The largest in- 
crease In membership has been in the Center Grammar School, 
while there has been a decrease of six in the Primary School. 

Three changes occurred in the teaching force. Miss Louise N. 
Hatch of Milford succeeded Frances Austin at West Rindge; 
Miss Palmina Quintilio of Keene was elected to succeed Marjorie 
Carver who accepted another position, and Miss Dorothy J. 
Sawyer of Antrim was chosen to succeed Marion G. Brown, who 
accepted a school in her home town of Troy. 

All the candidates chosen were graduates of Keene Normal 
School, Class of 1937. 

Miss Hamblet again has charge of the upper grades. Mrs. 
Stebbins is continuing her work as music supervisor in all the 
schools, and Miss Margaret Harris of Keene is carrying on the 
work of school nurse. 

The report of Miss Harris to February 1st 1s submitted av this 
time. 

During the summer vacation a new floor was laid mm the upper 
room at Rindge Center, and movable furniture installed similar 
to that secured for the primary room last year. 

This arrangement allows the use of the room for school activities 
that could not be conveniently arranged in a room with stationary 
desks and charrs. 

During the fall term improvements were made in the toilets 
in West Rindge and East Rindge. 

The work of the schools is being carried on with encouraging 
results. All the new teachers have shown deep interest in their 
work, and have readily adjusted themselves to their new positions. 

We have the opportunity, tn our schools, of embodying demo- 
cratic principles in the everyday life of our boys and girls. This 
can be done by making the school a place where groups of chil- 
dren voluntarily participate in enterprises where they shape 
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plans, carry responsibilities, and judge results under the guidance 
of teachers who know that social efficiency comes only through 
actual experience In group work. 

It is our aim to give our teachers support and help in solving 
the many problems that develop in school life. 

I wish to thank the school board, teachers, pupils and parents 
of Rindge for their cordial support and co-operation.
